Footbinding is to be abolished in China 
by decree of the Empress Dowager, accord- 
ing to a late report from the Orient. The 
custom which has been followed for cent- 
uries by Chinese women of the better classes 
has been so vigorously attacked by native so- 


' cleties and the influence of the missionaries 


has been so powerful that the Dowager at 
last is said to be awake to the welfare of 
her women subjects. * 

There is no authoritative record showing 
when foot binding became a fashion in China. 
Tradition relates that a certain Empress 
of China who reigned in the early days was 


aMiicted with club feet and that she com- 
pelled 


6 the women ot her court to bind 
their in the attempt to secure artificially 
the same deformity which’ nature had in- 
flicted upon her. 
Custom Dear to the Chinese. 

The custom is peculiar to the full-blooded 
Chinese and to the mongrel races of the 
southern coast provinces. It was prohibited 
by the early Manchu conquerors, but they 
never dared to enforce their prohibition. 
Neither the Manchu nor Mongol women bind 
their feet, but so dear is the custom to the 
Chinese that the greatest Emperor of the 
present dynasty, who successfully imposed 
upon the Chinese the wearing of the queue 
as a badge of subjection, did not dare to risk 
his authority tn an attempt to stamp out the 
footbinding practice, although he prohibit- 


2 it within the limits of his capital at 
e 
In the process of footbinding. which 


amounts to torture, a small roll of firm cot- 
ton webbing about two and one-half inches 
wide ig used.’ There are two distinct styles 
of binding. There must be no stretch nor 
give in the webbing, which is woven espe- 
clally for such use. The process is usually 
begun when the girls have reached the age 
of 6 or 7 years, although in some cases where 
a particularly dainty pair of golden lilles,”’ 
as the Chinese call the most exaggerated 
type of the foot deformities, is desired. the 
binding is begun as early as the third or 
fourth yéar. 

In north China the aim in binding the feet 
is to preserve the pointed effect, while in 
southern China.the shortness of the foot is 
so much red that the pointed effect is 
almost lost and the feet become mere stumps. 


Is a Process of Torture. 

All the toes except the great toe are bent 
under the instep, which is thus forced up 
and wrapped so tightly ‘with the webbing 
that the circulation is almost entirely cut

| off. The bandage is left on just as long as 
Possible, ofteh for weeks. When the bind- 
ing has continued for some time and the foot 
has become quite pointed in shape and the 
instep considerably arched, the binding is 
extended and the heel and toes are drawn 
together, thus preventing the growth of the 
foot in length... | 

Intense pain is endured by the girls during 
the process ot foot binding. But the worst 
of it is that the torture is drawn out through 
| a lifetime, for the binding can never cease. 
The seams and fissures caused in the foot 
by their distortion become sore, and often 
blood poisoning ends the woman's life. 
order to prevent this it is customary to 


ing them, thus literally putting them in 
pickle. 

The result of this binding is that all the 
weight of the body in standing is thrown 
on the heel and the foot loses the power to 
balance the body. A Chinese beauty can- 
not stand still, but. like one on stilts, must 
constantly be stepping backward or forward 
to keep her balance.

Yung Lu, whom the Emperor ordered to 
be executed for the part he took in the Boxer 
rising, is now the highest official in the em- 
pire. Under his directions the Boxers de- 
stroyed half the legations here and mas“ 
sacred many converts in Peitang. 

No punishment was inflicted upon him by 
the allies, because it was believed that he 
was inseparable from the Dowager Empress. 
In 1898 he temporarily was more zealous for 
reforms than the Emperor, but this was only 
a veil for his rea¢tionary policy, which he 
attempted to put into effect through the 
Boxer movement. 
On the day following the Dowager Em- ) 
press’ reception Yung Lu was sent as the 
bearer of lavish gifts to the Ministers and 
their families. He also conveyed flattering 
messages from the Empress, expressing her 
joy at meeting the foreign women. The 
Dowager Empress presented large rolls of 
silk to the women today. 1

Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones Outlines Pur- 
poses of Proposed Structure on Site 
of All Souls’ Church. 


Dr. Jenkin Lloyd Jones based his sermon 
in All Souls’ urch yesterday on the pro- 
posed cathedral which was described in 
Tus TRIBUNS yesterday morning. His text 
was The New Cathedral: A Study of the 
Lincoln Center.“ After speaking of the 
triumphs, the power, and the gradual de- 
cadence of the ancient cathdra! Dr. Jones 


“ Signs are not wanting that there are 
pent-up forces about to reveal themselves 


that will bring about the renaissance of the 


cathedral-bullding spirit, not the renaissance 
of steeple building, not a revival of. Gothic 
architecture or medieval ligurgies, but a 
renaissance of that fundamental spirit that 
built the cathdrals; the spirit of unity as 
opposed to the spirit of caste, class, and 
race; the spirit of hospitality as opposed 
to the spirit of exclusion; the spirit of 
catholicity as opposed to the spirit of 
schism and dogmatism. 

“This cathedral will be a department 
store that deals in spiritual commodities, a 
sympathy °shop, an information bureau, a 
reference board, an exchange of kindly of- 
fices, where spiritual dynamos are at work 
making live the lines that radiate far and 
near with light-giving power.“ 

After describing the reading, seminar, 
class rooms and the auditorium that wi 
occupy other floors, Mr. Jones said that on 
the sixth floor, besides being found rooms. 
for resident workers and other purposes, 
there would be “rooms for dancing and 
banqueting within the limits and under the 
direction of conscience and reason, purity 
and propriety.”

The caucus 
has been called at the instance of Mr. Crum- 
packer of Indiana, who — 2 since entering 
Congress worked persistently and earnestly 
for an enforcement of the constitutional pro- 
vision which requires that theré be a reduc- 
tion in representation in Congress from 
States which deny or abridge the right of 
franchise. Mr. Crumpacker secured almost 
a hundred signatures to the call fora caucus, 
so that he feels satisfied there will be a strong 
sentiment in favor of his proposition. 
Some of the leaders on the Republican side, 
however, doubt the propriety of action on 
the matter at this time, the proposition 1s 
opposed also by a few Republican Repre- 
sentatives from Southern States which 
\might be affected by the enforcement of this 
provision of the constitution.

His Plan for Government.

Military and Civil Situation. 
Professor Schurman's review. of the pres- 


ent military and civil situation in the islands 
follows ciosely the line of the report of the 


* 


Secretary of War, issued a few weeks since. 


He gives full credit to the immense amount 
of work accomplished by the Taft commis- 
sion, and declares that it is surely a credit- 
able showing that out of a total population 
of 8,000,000 about 5,000,000 have already re- 
ceived civil government and are now subject 
to American inspection and control, them- 
selves administering the affairs of their 
own towns and provinces. He draws a hope- 
ful augury for the future in the apparent 
eagerness of the Filipinos to educate them- 
selves, and especially to acquire a knowledge 
of the English language. 


Congress Should Legislate. 
Turning to the pressing necessities of legis- 
lation Professor Schurman says:

With the public lands, forests, and 
mines all sealed up; with a practical prohibi- 
tion of commercial railroads, street railways, 
electric light, telephone, and other municipal 
franchises; with no right inany municipality, 
province, or island to issue bonds for the 
purpose of making improvements in schools, 
roads, water supply, and other objects of 
prime public importance; with all the in- 
convenience, losses, and injustice of an un- 
stable currency; with no American bank and 
no power to incorporate legitimate business 
concerns—surely we may invoke Congress in 
the name of common sense, in the name of 
justice, in the name of humanity, in the name 
of the unhappy Filipinos, of whose misery 
they are the passive abettors, not to close 
the present session without legislation on all 
those subjects which affect so vitally the 
economic welfare of the. Filipinos, the 
progress of their industries and commerce, 
and the development of the rich natural re- 
sources of their archipelago. :

sessions and adjourned to meet again next 
week. Before many days letters will be ad- 
dressed to the heads of universities, colleges. 
and technical schools in different parts of 
the country, and to men of ability not con- 


nected with universities, astronomers, chem-/ 


ists, physicists, electricians, engineers, and 
investigators of social problems. When their 
answers are received they will be collated 
and considered. | 

Two other lines of inquiry will be insti- 
tuted, one in order to ascertain the extent to 
which provision has already been made in 
this country for research and the other to 
ascertain what are the methods employed 
in foreign countries. It is not likely that 
conclusions will be reached for weeks, and 
it may be months. The correspondence al- 
ready received is large. It is worth adding 
that, although the gift has been made, there 
will be no income from it for several weeks.

Declares Negative Policy of Body 


Make Rebates.

Louisville, Ky., Feb. 2.—That the Inter- 
state Commerce commission is itself to 


demns in its last annual report is the claim 
made by Walker D. Hines, First Vice Presi- 
dent of the Louisville and Nashville rall- 
road company, in a pamphlet which he has 
just issued.

The indisputable fact must be kept before 
the public that the prevalence of rate cutting 
is an unanswerable argument against giving 
the commission more power, because it is 
due principally to the commission’s utter 
failure to perform its manifest duty. 


Avoids Its Plain Duties. 


he paramount purpose of the law was 
to secure publicity and the maintenance of 
tariff rates. It is the express duty of the 
commission to keep advised and enforce the 
law. It has the widest possible powers of 


| investigation, including the right to call for 


the production of all books, documents, and 
papers, and it can require the District Attor- 
neys of the United States to prosecute all 
violators. These powers have been upheld 
by the courts. | . 

Phe commission, however, has not only 
failed to devote its time and energy to dis- 
covering and prosecuting violations of the 
law but it has by its supineness acquiesced 
in and encouraged them, and has done all in 
its power to break down the force of the 
act and make it a dead letter by constantly 
proclalming that the courts have made its 
enforcement: impogsibie. 
single decision has impaired the commis- 
slon's power to prevent rate cutting. 


Takes Refuge Behind Technicality. 


As an illustration of its methods, it states 
in its last annual report that the courts have 
held that to convict for paying a rebate it 
is necessary to show not merely that the 
ratlroad company pafd a rebate to a particu- 
lar shipper, but it must also be shown that 
it did not pay the same rebate to some other 
shipper, which as a practical matter is al- 
most impossible. This statement is not true. 
The decision referred to distinctly holds that 


tariff rate is in itself an offense, regardless 
of what was paid by anybody else, and the 


which may be as much as $5,000 for each in- 
stance where the tariff rate has been depart- 
ed from. 

The commission seems to have made in- 
vestigations upon the subject, not to enforce 
the act, but simply to advertise its conten- 
tion that the act is not enforceable. More-

SAMPLE OF ONE LOANER’S NOTE. 


Forces Borrower to Waive All Rights 
Under Laws of State in Which He 


May Live. | 


What is referred to as ah aggravated case 
ef loan-sharkism has come to the notice of 
the Chicago Bureau of Charities. Three 
years ago a man borrowed a sum of money 
from a loaner and was unable to pay prompt- 
ly. As a result interest charges piled up 
and the man soon was hopelessly in debt. 
Finally the Bureau of Charities paid the 
loaner, when it was found that the borrower 
had been forced to sign a note which reads as 
follows: 

To Co., or any other person, firm, 
copartnership, corporation, organization, or official 
by whom I may now or hereafter be employed, 
or from whom I may have any money due or to 
become due. 

On presentation of a copy of this order, duly 
verified, any time before the expiration of ten 
years from the date hereof, pay to the order of 
for value received ———dollars, less the 
amount indorsed on the back hereof, with inter- 
est at 6 per cent per annum, out of any money due 
me or to become due after the presentation of a 
verified copy of this order. I hereby irrevocably 
watve all exemptions or other rights I may have 
by reason of any law of any State in which I 
am now or may hereafter be employed or live, and 
order such payment out of the first money to 


become due me.

my name and affixed my seal on the day and year 
first above written.

The sales of wool at London will close on 
Wednesday. Prices here arb tolerably firm. 
Woolen goods are quiet. Linens are getting 
firmer. Large sales of upper leather are 
reported at fair prices. Hides declined 
further. The snow-storms of last week, 
which extended over wide areas, helped the 
prospects of the winter wheat crop, but at 
the same time had a tendency to depress 
wholesale buying. That buying is simply 
deferred for a short time, however. 

All grains broke on Monday last as a re- 
sult of the liquidation of a line of 1,200,000 
bushels of May oats. The rapid selling of 
May oats caused a decline of 5% cents, but 
there was a quick recovery. The net 
change for the week was a gain of 6-4 
cent. May wheat closed at 78-% cents, 
1-16 cent lower. May corm closed at 62% 
cents, a gain of %-% cent. | 

The repeal of substantially all of the war 
revenue taxes is recommended by the Ways 
and Means committee of the House, and, 
it is believed, will pass both branches of 
Congress, giving relief after July 1 to many 
business interests. 


THE MILITIA ORGANIZATION BILL. | 
The more the bill prepared by the War 
department for increasing the efficiency. of 
the militia of the United States is consid- 


essary and practical measure, the enact- 
ment of which will prove of the highest 
value to the national military effectiveness. 
One of its most important features is that 
for the first time it clearly defines the status 
of the militia and fixes its responsibilities, 
instead of leaving them to precedent or cus- 
tom. It does away with any possibility of 
friction between the States and the national 
government. 

Under the provisions of the bill the organ- 
ized militia, or National Guard, would be 
a first reserve, to serve for not exceeding 
nine months when called out, within the 
Umits of the United States only. Thus the 
regular army and the militia would be the 
first line of defense until the volunteer army 
was organized. An opening is left for tak- 
ing over into this army such troops, com- 
panies, or regiments of the militia as might 
volunteer after the expiration of the nine 
months’ term of service. Instead of the 
present uncertainty attaching to enlistment 
in the National. Guard, therefore, there 
would be a clear understanding of all the 
duties and liabilities both in time of peace 
and of war. At present there are no laws 
governing the militia, for that of 1792 is 
Obsolete. The bill provides for a modern 
and up-to-date system. 

Another important feature is the use of 
the same weapons by the National Guard 


an organization and drill similar to those 
of the latter. The adyantage of this is ap- 
parent at a glance. It was the lack of all | 
system, the dissimilarity of arms, of drill, 
and of organization, and the lack of any 
coherence between the National Guard and 
the regular army that caused the delay and 
confusion at the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war. This has happened in 
every war we have had where there was 
divided responsibility and where one branch 
of the service was far ahead of the other in 
proficiency and equipment. If this bill is 
passed the National Guard and the regular 
army will soon be in readiness to act as one 


Under the provisions of this bill the 
United States will for the first time have a 
strong, effective, and homogeneous army 
ready for action when the emergency shall 
come. Besides the regular army, the Na- 
tional Guard, and the volunteers, provision 
is made for the enrollment of a reserve to 
the regular army, similar to the English 
army reserve, of 100,000 men who have 
served already, and who shall receive the 
sum of $10 for reporting once a year to 
some officer of the War department during 
the enrollment period of five years, in which 
period they are subject to the call of the 
government, ‘Under this system there will 
be 77,000 regulars; behind these, similarly 
organized and armed, the National Guard 
of 110,000; and the additional enrollment of 
100,000 men who have served and stand 
ready for call. In time of war the regulars 
could be increased to 100,000, giving us an 
army of 310,000 men, organized, armed, and 
drilled alike, and led by officers trained ac- 
cording to the regular army system. 4 
considered and reflect the expert knowledge 
of the highest officials in the War depart- 
ment, the regular army, and the National 
Guard. Nothing better, nothing, indeed, so 
good, has ever been suggested before. The 
details of the bill are eminently practical, 
and the military organization which it will 
insure will amply justify whatever of addi- 
tional cost the government may have to 
meet. 


VISITING THE DOWAGER EMPRESS. 

Not long before the siege of the legations 
at Pekin the Dowager Empress received 
with much apparent cordlality some of the 
ladies of the diplomatic corps. The visitors 
were pleased with their reception and their 
hostess. Then came in swift succession the 
murders of missionaries outside of Pekin 
by the Boxers, the siege of the legations ac- 
quiesced in if not ordered by the Dowager 
Empress, the arrival of the foreign soldiers, 
and the flight of the Dowager Empress, 
whose popularity with the 3 of the 
legations did not last long. Last week she 
received the ladies of the diplomatic corps 
now in Pekin, one of whom at least had 
called upon her before the siege. The wife 
of the American Minister, who spoke for 
the party, congratulated the Dowager Em- 
press that the unfortunate situation“ 
leading to her abandonment of her beauti- 
ful capital had happily passed away, and 
assured her that “ the events of the last two 
years were necessarily as painful to you as 
to the rest of the world.“ 

These remarks are more polite than they 
are truthful. Mrs. Conger cannot have 
been really rejoiced over the return of one 
whom she doubtless looks on as an old 
woman with murderous instincts, The 
events of the last two years in China which 
were painful to “the rest of the world 
being the atrocities committed by the Box- 
ers and their allies—were not specially pain- 
ful to the Dowager Empress. The occupa- 
tion of Pekin by the allied forces and her 
hasty, ignomirious flight, while painful to 
her, caused “the rest of the world” no 
grief.

CO-OPERATIVE TELEPHONE SERVICE. 

The February Review of Reviews de- 
scribés a striking eohperative telephone ex- 
periment begun in 1894 in the small Town of 
Grand Rapids, Wis. 

The telephone monopoly of that district 
was then operating in the town and ehatg- 
ing the usual rates for small places 848 
and $36 for business and residence con- 
nections respectively. 


The people peti- 
tioned, without success, for lower rates, and 
then they organized an independent com- 
pany. The subscribers became the equal 
and only stockholders, each one holding a 
$50 share, which was sufficient for the in- 
‘stallation of one instrument. The old com- 
pany had operated about seventy instru- 
ments, and the new company started with 
eighty-three. The charges were fixed at 
$27 for business and $12 for residence con- 
nections, but so low was the cost of opera- 
tion that even these rates were needlessly 
high, and in time they were reduced to $18 
and $3 respectively. Each subscriber also 
relinquished any dividend on his $50 share 
of stock. 
| The enterprise was such a success that 
the old company was pushed to desperate 
expedients, and it finally offered phones 
“rent free for a period of three years.” 
Local patriotism, however, was aroused in- 
stead of quieted by this calculating, not to 
say insulting, offer, and the final result was 
that the old company was actually driven 
from the field four years ago, leaving the 
independent company in sole possession. 
The latter now has about 300 instru- 
ments, or one to every seventeen inhab- 
itants; there are no “party” lines, the 
metallic circuit equipment is everywhere 


$15,000. Several other adjacent towns in 
the Valley of the Wisconsin River have also 
organized such companies, and a population 
of from 20,000 to 30,000 people is now 
served by codperative local telephone serv- 
ice. The lack of long distance toll connec- 
tions is, of course, serious, and the lesson 
of these experiments is not necessarily ap- 
plicable everywhere. The instance de- 
scribed, however, is significant—especially 
the fact that rates were reduced instead of 
increased as the system exterided—and the 
patrons are evidently well pleased. Indeed, 
they are only a few in a rapidly growing 
army of users of some sort of “ independ- 
ent” telephone system in rural or semi- 
rural districts. 


HOW TO GET STATE REVENUES. 
Some Ohio public corporations pay now 
pan excise tax of one-half of 1 per cent: of 
their gross earnings to the State. The 
receipts from this source are about $600,000 
a year. A bill has been introduced in the 
Legislature to double this tax atid to sub- 
ject to it telephone, telegraph, and inter- 
urban street railroads which now pay no 
excise tax. It is believed that the total 
yearly income from this source will amount 
to $1,400,000. Other bills have been of 
are to be introduced designed to secure 
revenue for the State otherwise than by the 
direct taxation of real and personal prop- 
erty. It all fhese bills are passed and they 
produce the revenue it is estimated they 
will, then the State will be able to dispense 
with a general tax. 

In that event the State will cease to be in- 
terested in the assessments of real and per- 
sonal property. It will make no difference 
if these classes of property are valued on a 
different basis in different counties. It will 
not be necessary to endeavor to equalize 
valuations which in some counties may ap- 
proach a fair cash value and in others may 
be far removed from it. 

At this time the owners of real and per- 
sonal property in Ilinois contribute yearly 
$4,500,000 towards the revenues of the 
State. If that sum could be obtained 
through the machinery of taxes on cor 
porate wealth the services of a State Board 
of Equalization would no longer be required. 
Each county would make ifs assessment of 
real and personal property, and there would 
be no oceasion for a higher authority to 
lower some of these assessments and to 
raise others to make them “ uniform.” 

Under the present system, if the Assessors 
for this county make a low valuation, for 
reasons which seem good to them and to 
the taxpayers, the State board can raise 
the assessment so that the county shall pay 
what the board considers its fair share of 
the State tax, but by raising the assess- 
ment for this purpose it exposes the taxpay- 
ers to heavier taxation for local purposes 
than they had wished to be subjected to. 

There can be no complete local self-gov- 
ernment as regards taxation so long as

GITY LODGING-HOUSE. 
Last week the first superintendent of the 
municipal lodging-house resigned and, on 
nomination of the City Homes association— 
which has largely performed the detailed 
work of projecting this enterprise—Mr. 
Robert Hunter, Organizing Secretary of 
the Burean of Charities, was promptly 
named by the Mayor as his successor. This 
appointment is an assuring one, as Mr. 
Hunter is a trained man in the field of char- 
ity administration and is especially inter- 
ested in having the vagrancy problem in this 
city efficiently dealt with. | 
That the lodging-house is the specific 
means for dealing with that problem is 
emphasized by its six weeks’ operation. 
One significant item to be noticed is the fact 
that its 200 beds—offered, together with 
rather a scanty meal of bread and coffee 
night and morning, on the basis of presumed 
willingness to work the next day—have al- 
ways been only partially occupied. The at- 
tendance ran from 100 to about 180 during 
the earlier weeks. Now it ranges from 50 to 
100. It is said, too, that while in a few ex-

the great majority do not ask to stay so 
long. In the meantime the police stations 
have been closed to lodgers. The notion. 
therefore, that there are great numbers ot 
homeless men in Chicago who are jnvolun- 
tarily unemployed and destitute seems to 
The experience thus far has shown, how- 
ever, that there are a certain number of des- 
titute men in the city able and willing to 
work, and that the lodging-house is a prac- 
ticable agency to put them in the way of self- 
support. It has also demonstrated that 
there is a second class able but unwilling to 
work. Some of these decline the jobs of- 


the price of a lodging elsewhere by begging 

on the street. Two police officers are es 

pecially detailed to follow up cases of 

vagrancy, but their efforts are not so ef- 
fective as they will be when better organ- 

ized. Then there is a third class of men 

who come to the lodging-house who are in 

some way defective and need special treat- 

ment. Some of these belong outside of Chi- 

engo and should be immediately returned 

to their domiciles. For some of the others 
jobs should be found adapted to their capac’ 

‘ity, others should be sent where they can 

recuperate, and others should be placed at 

Dunning. 

A mere casual glance at the diversified 
problem which a municipal lodging-house 
is really called upon to deal with emphasizes 
its diffidulties and the importance of skill 
ful management. The efforts of.the new 
superintendent will be watched ‘with inter- 
est, and he should be Wétorded ample scope 
and freedom in condticting this enterprise. 


THE MAYFLOWER IN DANGER. 

The latest effort of the Boston iconoclasts 
is directed against the Mayflower. They 
have demolished pretty nearly everything 
connected with the revolutionary war, and 
now they have gone back to the fountain 
head of colonial history by affirming that 
the name of the vessel that brought over the 
Pilgrims was not the Mayflower. 


that neither in Smith’s, Bradford’s, nor in 

Winslow's accounts of the voyage is any. 
mention made of the vessel’s name. Goy- 

ernor Bradford, who is regarded generally 

as the most authoritative chronicler of that 
period, simply calls the two vessels that 
sailed from Southampton the biger ” and 

the leser ship. They concede that his 

nephew’ in his account gave“ Speedwell” 

as the name of the small ship and May- 

flower of the big one. but they get round 

this by declaring, first, that the nephew's 

memorial is not reliable, and, second, that 

he has mixed up a voyage of the Mayflower 

in 1629, mentioned by Bradford, with that 

of 1620. 

The historical details of conspiracy 
against the Mayflower are ## unimportant, 
however, as the fact that the Pilgrims did 
not land “upon a stern and rockbound 
coast,” but upon the sandiest stretch of 
coast on the North Atlantic. What is to 
be deprecated, if not to be severely con- 
demned, is these periodical outbrenks of the 
iconoclasts against the stories, or legends, 
or myths, if ope will, of history. In this 
ease the outrage is a most aggravated one. 
It has been with great reluctance, and only 
after years of protest, that it has been 
finally admitted the Pilgrims did not first 
land at Plymouth, and that the compact 
was not made there but at Provincetown, 
and now we are asked to believe there was 
no vessel by the name of Mayflower, sim- 
ply a biger ship, for which any old name, 
presumably, will do. And what does this 
involve? If we concede there was no vessel 
by that name, what becomes of the claims 
of that numerous body of people whose for- 
bears came over in the Mayflower? The 
loss of that name would be as much a calam- 
ity as the diseovery that there was no Will- 
iam the Conqueror. What becomes of all 
the furniture that was brought over in the 
Mayflower and is now stored in museums, 
cherished in colonial houses, and posed for 
sale in never failing quantities in every old 
seaport from Portsmouth to Provincetown ? 
And, lastly, what becomes of the Colonial 
Dames who have devoted so much time and 
research to the tracings of lineage back to 
those who signed that famous compact in 
the cabin of the Mayflower if there was no 
Mayflower but only a nameless vessel which 
accidentally landed at the wrong place, 
bringing a lot of people who did not shake 
the forests with their “hymns of lofty 
cheer because there were no forests there? 

It is now incumbent. upon the Colonial 
Dames to take action in this matter, and 
the sooner the better, else these iconoclasts 
will soon establish not only that there was 
no Mayflower, but that there were no Pil- 
grims. Then what will become of the spin- 
ning wheels, and clocks, and cradles?

He Writes a Book on the Results of 
an Investigation Conducted Among 
Workmen—Their Methods Studied 
to Ascertain Wherein They Differ 
from Those of Europe—Conditions 
of Production Found to Be Far Su- 
perior in the United States. 


ence of The Tribune. -M. Levasseur, a 
Frenchman, who passed some time in the 
United States at industrial centers studying 
at first hand the life and ways of American 
tollers, has written a book on the subject. 
Under the title of The American Work- 
man he discusses the industrial success of 
the Mited States, which he declares is ow- 
ing largely to the ingenuity, inventiveness, 
and industry of ‘the transatlantic mechanic. 
What are the secrets of the American 
taller's triumph? From M. Levasseur’s ob- 
servations they may be described as his 
“strenuousness, his power of initiative, his 
eee and his high productive ca- 
pacity. 


Everything Done by Machinery. _ 

The American workman is the man with 
the machine. For many years the steady 
tendency has beén to introduce machinery. | 
Nothing is done by hand that machinery can 
do instead, and the automatic apparatus of 
today is ousted by a better tomorrow. At 
Minneapolis the author visited a sawmill 
where the great trunks of trees were picked 
up out of the water as though they were 
match sticks, trimmed, sawn up, and auto- 
matically piled up on land. He expressed his 


us nothing. This system is two years old,“ 
he said. I regret that Iam unable to show 
you one ot our newer mills." 


Output Enormously Increased. 

Along With improved machinery has come 
an enormously increased output with less 
labor. M. Levasseur gives some striking in- 
stances of this. The pin trade supplies one. 
When Adam Smith wrote his book which 
forms the foundation of modern economics, 
he showed that with the machinery then 
existing one man could make 4,800 pins a 
day. Today one man makes a million and a 
half. A pound of pins then cost a guinea for 
manufacture; now it costs about a shilling. 

One manufactory of machinery that ior- 
merly needed 2,145 men now does the same 
work with 600 workmen. Machinery dis- 
penses with about 70 per cent of human 
labor in shoemaking as against the old ma- 
chines, while a man With modern plant fin- 
ished 300 pairs of shoes in the time it would 
have required to finish five by hand. 


Automatic Devices Used. 

American factories use automatic plant to 
an extent which even in this country is un- 
known; and the men employed have to work 
much harder. The rate of labor is such as 
surprises those accustomed to slower East- 
ern ways. The extra exertion is by no means 
always willingly given. Before an industrial 
commission one man complained that the 
American bricklayer was much worse off 
than the English, because, though he was 
paid more, he had to lay 500 bricks a day 
more. It is this fact which explains how, 
while paying higher wages than their rivals, 
the American manufacturer can undersell 
them. 

Every Day Life of Workers. 

The author investigated with special care 
the every-day life of the mechanics. Statis- 
tics show that the nominal wages of the 
American workman are much higher than 
those of his competitors. But wages, after 
all, only represent their actual purchasing 
power. and M. Levasseur set himself to find 
if the American tojler really lives better 
than others. 

- found that he does. He lives. dresses, 
and indulges in luxuries which surprised 
the French critic. It is common inthe West, 
and not rare in the East, M. Levasseur 
states, for workmen to keep their own car- 
riages. But by carriages he means not the 
brougham of rich city livers, but the little 
trap or buggy familiar inthe country. They 
travel much for pleasure, and largely go in 


ligion in their lives and the amount they 
contribute to religious organizations sur- 
prised the writer. But. strangely enough, 
he fails to emphasize this important point: 
In social life the American workman is ab- 
stemious, and his temperance is one of the 
ehief factors in his prosperity. 


Better Off than European Rival. 

The workman's wife is not overburdened 
with household dutfes. She reads a good 
deal, and it is not an unheard of event for 
her to take lessons in French, drawing, or 
music. As a rule, the American workman 
gives his wife about 2 shillings a week to 
keep house on and perhaps 8 or 12 shillings 
a week more for her own personal expenses. 
The standard of living is high. The life of | 
the American workman is broad, and his 
comforts are more numerous than those of 
his European rivals, 

Looking twenty or thirty years ahead, M. 
Levasseur belleves in the continued triumph 
of the American workman. Machinery, 
concentration, and combination of capital 
the lines on which the industria! battles 
are to be fought—promise well. But there 
are difficulties ahead. Labor ufiions will in- 
crease, and the State regulation of labor will | 
check private industry.
